By 1889 the community had outgrown the small school and a stone 
structure was erected. This building later became the town hall. Teachers 
in this building included William Hanks, Joseph R. Murdock, Charles 
Wahlquist, William Ryan and Alva Murdock. When the Mutual Im- 
provement Association built the amusement and dance hall in 1891 they 
allowed it to be used for school classes also. Some teachers in this build- 
ing were Charles Wahlquist, Alva Murdock, Lucy Baker, Dacy Baker, 
Ed Morton, George Batzee, John M. Ritchie, David A. Broadbent, Joseph 
Jacobs, James Ritchie and Lavina Baker. 

The present school building was erected in 1902 when the school 
district was bonded for $20,000. Principals in this school have included 
David A. Broadbent, Sylvester Broadbent, E. L. Cropper, Charles Mad- 
sen, Clifford Madsen, Lee Kay and Arthur Bjorkman. 

During the years others have conducted classes in their homes or 
taught special courses for a short time. Some of these have been Sina
